only of three Ships, two of them taken, and the dther 
plundered, concerning which fuch Demands could be 
made; and he had fent one of his Majelty’s Ships to de- 
mand Reltitution of ove of the Ships teken, and of the 
Goods plundered on board the third, of the Governor 
of Campeachy ; and another of his Majefty’s Ships to the 
Havana, to demand Reftitution of the other Ship that 
had been taken and carried in there; and that if thele 
Demands were not comply’d with, he fhould (Rén  pro- 
ceed to the further Execution of his Orders. ‘That his 
Maijeity's Ships had been cruifing fome Time againft'the 
Privateers commonly cali’d Guarda Coftas, one of which 
had been taken and brought into Jamaica, and another 
forced on fhore ina Storm, and it was believed moft of 
her Men were drowned; and that as thefe Privateers
